Nonnative,  invasive  weeds  pose  an  increasing  threat  to  our  native 
ecosystems.  Noxious  weed  infestations  are  the  second  leading 
cause  of  wildlife  habitat  loss  and  have  a profound  economic 
effect  on  agriculture,  as  well  as  affecting  rangelands,  waterways, 
parks,  wildlife,  property  values  and  public  health  and  safety. 
Seeing  that  many  invasives  began  their  rampage  after  escaping 
from  peoples  backyards,  it  is  important  for  landscapers  to  be 
educated.  Dana  Coggan  will  discuss  the  significance  and  extent 
of  the  problem  in  Washington  state;  she  will  then  follow  with  a 
hands-on  ID  segment  with  samples  of  the  most  common 
problem  invasives  found  in  our  region.  She’ll  conclude  with  a 
discussion  of  how  to  identify  and  control  potential  problem 
plants  in  the  garden.

Aspirin  (salicylic  acid)  was  shown  to  improve  plant 
growth  by  triggering  the  plant’s  natural  defenses 
against  harmful  bacteria,  fungi  and  viruses.  Other 
products  marketed  as  growth  promoters  exhibited  a much 
more  variable  response.  In  addition  to  compost,  manure  or 
seaweed,  an  aspirin  spray  (3  tablets  in  4 gallons  water,  monthly) 
was  suggested  as  a supplement  for  building  healthy  plants.
